 Tentreat the Lord Gud, that he would ens 
lighten my heart witch his light and truth, {0 
long as.my Spirit remaines in me; for his light 
is very delightful and good for the eye of my 
foule to ſee by ; for ſo ſhall the night be en= 
lighrned to me as the day z neither ſhall. the 
clouds ſhadow it; is ſhall not be like the lighec

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2 Culpepper's Aſtrological Judgement 
ed; nor like the light of the Moon, becauſe it 
Thall hever be diminiſhed as ker light is. Gd 
hath*made theſe lights as he hath made man, 
and hg appointed the greater light to rule the 
day, and the lefſcr to rule the night : Hence it 
appears, the Sun was made to rule the day, and 
nut to give light to it only,as the Pricfis affirm ; 
and the Moon was made to iule the night, not 
'to give light to it onely, as appearcs Gem. 1. be- 
cauie ſhe hath no light togive; alſo he hath 
made the whole hoſt of Heaven, the fixcd Stars 
and Planets, and gave them vertues , together 
with the Luminaries ; -but their vertues are nor. 
ſo great as the vertues of the Luminaries ; neti- 
ther is the vertue of the Moon ſo great as the 
 vertue of the Sun, becauſe ſhe borrows her light 
from the Sun ; alto the whole hott of Heaven, 
that Is, the fixed Stars, move all in the ſame 
Sphere, and therefore their diſtance is alwayes 
' the ſame the one from the other, and their 1lau- 
tude isalwayes the ſame; bur ic is not ſo with 
the planets; for their courſe is various, and fo 
Is their diſtance-the one from the other , and to 
1s their latitude; for ſometimes they. are upon 
the Ecliptick , ſometimes North from it, ſome- 
times South, ſometimes Retrograde, ſometimes 
diret , ſometimes in conjunction one with a» 
nother, ſometimes in oppolition, ſometimes in 
other aſpets; the reaſon of this is, becauſe the 
Sphere of one is lower then the Sphere of the 0- 
ther, and the lower the Sphere 1s, the ſooner 
they make their revolution.

dowed from a particular people or place, by the 
body of the Moon ; but the Moon Eclipſed ro- 
tally loſeth her light; and the reaſon is, the 
Suns light is his owne , but the. Moon is a bor»

This being premiſed, conſider that all things 
under the Moone univerſally , whether men, 
beaſts, or plants, are changed, and never remain 
in the ſame ſtate, neither are their thoughts and 
deeds the ſame : take counſell of your head,and 
it will certifie you what I ſpeak 1s true;and they 
are varied according to the varions courſe and 
diſpoſition of the Planets : look upon your own 
penefis, and you ſhall find your thoughts moved 
to choler, fo often as the Moone tranſites the 
place where the body or afpet of Mars was in 
your genefas ; and to melancholy when ſhe doth 
the like to Saturne; the reaſon is, becaiiſe the 
Mooh ts afficailated co the body of nian : who?
